The Asylum for the Deaf and Damb. 

The twenty-eighth Report of the Directors of the Amer- 
ican Asylum at Hartford for the education and instruction 
of the Deaf and Dumb, has just been placed on our table. 
The Report is more perfect, in some respects, than any 
which has preceded it. Anelaborate table containing a 
list of the names, places of residence, time of admission, 
age, cause of deafness, number ot deaf and dumb relatives, 
how supported, time under instruction, &c., of all the pu. 
pils admitted to the Asylum from its commencement in 
1817, to May 11, 1844; the time of the annual meeting of 
the Asylum. From this table it appears that the whole 
nomber of pupils thus admitted, is 761, and that the aver. 
age time of instruction of all who have left the Asylum is 
about three years and ten months. This, the Directors 
consider too short a period for the purpose of acquiring such 
an education as will fit deaf mutes to read books easily, 
and to manage successfully the details of ordinary busi. 
ness. .**The patrons and friends of our pupils,” says the 
Report, “as they have become better acquainted with the 
difficulties to be encountered, and more interested in the 
subject of deaf and dumb education, have manifested a 
willingness to extend, in compliance with the earnest wish. 
es of the officers of the Asylum, the time of their pupilage, 
so that five years may now be regarded as the average 
‘erm of instruction. It is hoped the time is not distant 
when the opportunity of remaining, at least seven years, 
shall be afforded to all.” 

The pupils, at present under instruction at the Asylum, 
are principally from the states of Maine, New Hampshire, 
Vermont, Massachusetts, Connecticut, South Carolina, 
and Georgia. These states have all, at different periods, 
made provision for the support of deaf mutes at the Insti. 
tution. As early as the year 1819, Massachusetts appro. 
priated funds sufficient to support twenty pupils, which 
appropriation has been from time to time increased, until 
it has become sufficient for the education of all the indigent 
mutes in the 3tate. Massachusetts has at this time 36. 
Maine 27; Connecticut 23; Vermont 18; and N. Hamp. 
shire 15 pupils at the Asylum, besides thore who are sup- 
ported by their friends.

Our Asylum is the oldest and most popular of any in the 
country, having been established twenty-seven years, du- 
ring which period it has had but two Principals. Mr. Gal- 
laudet was appointed to the office in 1817, soon after his 
return from Europe, and was succeeded by Mr. Lewis 
Weld, the present incumbent, in 1830. The Directors 
have recently sent Mr. Weld to Europe for the purpose of 
examining the prominent Institutions in Great Britain, 
Holland, Germany and France, and to bring back with 
him all the information and improvements which may 
serve to benefit our own. There are eight Assistants, who 
are permanently connected with the Institution. The pol. 
icy of the Directors having been to procure the services of 
such men, and such only, as are willing to devote them. 
salves entirely to this profession, and thereby give them a 
decided advantage over a transient instructor. We are 
happy to learn that the present number of pupils is larger 
than it ever was in any previous year since the establish- 
ment of the Institution, it being 154. 


Ohio Baptist Convention.

Exetution of Hall, 


The execution of Lucien Hall, the murderer of Mrs. Ba- 
con, took place in Middletown, on Thursday of last week, 
the 20th inst. We have not the means of ascertaining 
anything definitely, in regard to Hall's reported penitence, 
the stories in relation to this subject being exceedingly con 
tradictory. From the best information we have been able 
to gain, he devoted a considerable portion of the latter part 
of his time, to reading the Scriptures, and to other religious 
exercises, and on the Sunday evening previous, to his exe- 
cution, was baptized by the Rev. Mr. Hills, an Episcopal 
clergyman, who with the Rev. Mr. Howard, (Baptist) had 
been his attendending clergymen. 


An enclosure about 15 feet by 17, and some sixteen feet 
in height, had been erected on the outside of the prison, in 
accordance with the law, for the purpose of making the ex. 
execution private. At half past one o’clock, the persons 
who were permiited to witness the execution were invited 
inside this box, and the prisoner was brought out, dressed 
in a long white robe, light slippers, his arms pinioned at the 
elbows, with a white cap on his head, turned up, and capable 
of being turned over his eyes,when the time had arrived. The 
Rev.Horace Hills, Jr Episcopal, Rev. Mr. Howard, Baptist, 
and Rev. Mr.Kellogg,chaplain to the State Prison, Mr. Bacon, 
husband of the murdered woman,and two so.1s, four brothers 
of Mrs. Bacon, and a brother of Mr. Bacon, together with 
Levi Yale, 2d, of Meriden, in whose employ Hall was at 
the time the murder was committed, and Hiram Galpin 
who acted as Hall’s friends; those, with some others, 
including reporters for the press, &c., amounting in all to 
some fifty persons, constituted the number who were to 
witness the execution, When the prisoner was brought 
out, he stopped and shook hands with several of his friends 
who had shown him kindness, and then ascended the Jad. 
der with a firm step, and immedia‘ely examined the ropes, 
by tracing them to their various fastenings. 


Rev. Mr. Hills then ascended the platform, and by a pre- 
vious request of Hall, returned his thanks to the jiilor, Mr. 
Yale, Mr. Galpin, and to all others who had rendered him 
kindness during his imprisonment, and asking forgiveness 
of all whom he had injured as they hope to be forgiven. 
Hall appeared to be deeply affected, and held a handker- 
chief to hiseyes while he was speaking, Mr. Hills then 
read the fifty-first Psalm, standing in front of the prisoner, 
and bid him farewell. Rev. Mr. Howard then ascended 
the platform, and offered up afervent prayer, joined in by 
all present. Hall held a handkerchief to his eyes during 


these exercises, but did not appear to shed tears. The 
sheriff, Mr. Charles Arnold, of Haddam, then requested ' 


him to rise while ho read the death warrant, signed by 
Judge Williams. After which he asked him if he had any. 
thing to say, to which he replied, “I havea good deal to 
say, but do not feel as if I could say it,’ and took his seat 
with a groan, but shed no tears. Camphor and water were 
then brought him, at his own request. He then 
said, looking round rather sulkily, “I think it strange any 
one should want to see a man in this situation,” and added, 
“I don’t feel as if I could die after all, but I suppose there 
is no getting away from it at any rate.” He then placed 
the knot of the rope against his left ear, and looked over 
the front of the platform to see how far it was to the ground. 


At about ten minutes before 2 o’clock, the sheriff told | 


him he would give him whatever time he wanted befure the 
rope was cut. He said he should like to have fifteen min- 
u'es, and be told five minutes before that time expired.— 
He then called for a Bible, and read the 51st Psalm aloud; 
and then took the Prayer book from the Rev. Mr. Hills, and 
read the “commendatory prayer,” in the visitation of the | 
sick. In a few moments, he said to sheriff Arnold “give 
me slack rope enough,” and shortly afier said, “I don’t 
want to be partieular, but I want more slack rope.” The 
cap was then pulled ever his face. The filieen minutes | 
having expired, he was about to be swung off, when he 
said, “I thought you was guing to tell me, five minutes be. 

fore the time expired.” The sheriff told him he would give 

him five minutes more. Each minute, as it expired, was 


then called by one of the officers—one—two—three—&c. } 


While this was going on he remarked that the rope was 
not properly fixed, and that the knot onght to be nearer his 
chin.” Four was called, when he exclaimed, “Oh dear 
me, I bid you all farewell.” **Good bye, Mr. Yale,” “I 
hope the world will take warning, but it is a hard thing to 
die after all.” These sentence? were uttered at short in. 
tervals, and just before the last minute had expired, be ex. 
cleimed, **Oh dear me! God Almighty have mercy on 
me.” These were his last words; the rope was cut, by 
the deputy sheriff, and with the single exclamation, “OA /” 
he left the world, and was in the presence of Him who 
“judgeth righteously.” 


After hanging about forty-five minutes, he was taken 
down, and placed ina coffin, on the lid of which was a 
plate, on which was engraved, ‘Lucian Hatt, died June 
20th, 1844, £ 26 years, 6 months.” His body was then 
delivered to his friends, Mr. Yale and Mr. Galpin, who to 
gratify the curiosity of the crowd on the outside, placed 
the coffin on chairs in the middle of the street. and the mil. 
itary having formed into linee on each side of it, the throng 
passed through, and satisfied a strange curiosity, by looking 
at the face of a dead murderer. Some two thousand per. 
suns were present, including the ladies ! 

The body of Hall was taken to Meriden and deposited 
in the burying ground there. We understand that a short 
sketch of his life, together with his confession, &c. has been 
prepared, and is to be published and sold for the benefit of 
his widow. 


Svuicipe or THe Rosser Datty.—Daily, the man who 
stole the carpet bag in Albany, containing nearly ten thou. 
sand dollars, and who was arrested in New York a few 
days afterwards, and the money found concealed in a lady’s 
bustle, was taken back to Albany, tried and on Friday last 
was sentenced to five years imprisonment in the State 
Prison, committed suicide in Albany jail the same day, by 
cutting his throat, 

This man was probably the most expert robber in the 
country. He was an Englishman by birth, and has been 
recognized since his arrest, says a New York paper, by a 
Philadelphia police officer, as the celebrated George Barnes 
Harvey, who was arrested in 1831, for the robbery of the 
Piscataqua Bank, of $24,000, and was sentenced toa mild 
punishment. He made some important disclosures to Bla- 
ney the Philadelphia officer. Since his release for the rob. 
bery of the Piscataqua Bank, he, in company with another 
rogue, robbed the Oneida Bank at Utica, of $108,000, 
made his escape to Canada, was arrested about eight 
months after, $60,000 of the money recovered, and he was 
let loose. He was in Philadelphia at the time of the great 
robbery of Leseure’s jewelry shop, of $15,000, and was 
always suspected by the officers of having been concerued 
in the robbery. Since that time he commiited a robbery in 
Cincinnati of nearly $20,000.0f watches and jewelry, the 
whole of which was found upon his wite and recovered a 
week afier, but he made hia escape. He is supposed and 
believed to. be the person that robbed the Frederick Co, 
Bank, in the State of Maryland, and also of robbing An, 
derson & Co, of all their valuable papers, which were short.

News from the Columbian River Exploring Expedi- 
tion. 


A letter was received on Wednesday by the Department 
of State at Washington from Thomas O. Larkin, U. S. 


Consul at Monterey, covering the following very interest. | 


ing communication from J. A. Sutter, the Alcalde of the 
new town of New Helvetia, on the river Sacrainenta, one 
of the branches of the San Francisco. All parties by land 
from the Oregon, or from the United States to California, 
touch at this establishment first; most of the emigrants on 
land from the Siates since 1840 have settled near Mr. Sut. 
ter. 
The following is the letter: 

New Hetvetia, March 28, 1844. 


Sir: On the 6th inst. Lieut. J. C. Fremont, of the Uni. 


| ted States’ Exploring Expedition, arrived here in distress, 


having been forced to deviate from his course on account 
of deep snows, loss of animals, and want of provisions; 
he infurmed me vf having left the Columbian river, a short 
distance from Fort Vancouver, with the intention of cross- 
ing tothe head waters of the Arkansas river eastward, 
through the lower or southern part of the Oregon Territo. 
ry, but finding a succession of high mountains covered 


with snow, which, with the distressed condition of bis} 


company, forced him to abandon his route and strike for 
the settlements of California, refii, and cross the mountains 
farther tothe south. On the morning of the 25th inst. he 
left here direct for the United States; his party consisted 
of twenty-five men. The visit of this exploring expedi. 
tion I attribute entirely to accident; for a month previous 
to their arrival,the company had subsisted entirely on horse 
flesh ; the starvation and fatigue they had endured render. 
ed them truly deplorable objects.

Lieut, Fremont, through the kindness of Mr. Sutter, ob- 
tained the supplies of provisions, mules and horses that he 
required fur proceeding on his homeward rvuute.

Deputy Sheriff Walker 
also had his coat tern, and was injared by a blow upon 
his shoulder. Afierthe offic rs lelt the premses, they

The horses nopon which 
they rode were also badly bruised by the stones thrown 
at them. Io their retreat, they observed from 40 to 50 
men, some of then armed, preceeding toward the scene 
of action, so that the whole number finally gathered to 
gether, must have exceeded 2 0.

Imprisonment of O’Connell and his 
Compatriots:!

There are but three important items of news. Cotton is 
rather lower and dull, though firmer than at the'last. Free 
Trade has been badly beaten in England, in an election 
tor South Lancashire, where Mr. Entwisile, the Agricul. 
tural candidate, beat Mr Brown, the anti-Corn Law man. 
by 600 majority. And Daniex O Connect and his com. 
patriots have been sentenced to fine und imprisonment. The 
Court overruled their motion for a new trial. We copy 
the rest trom Willmer & Smith’s ‘limes : 

Sentence on the Traversers. 

Danrec O'Connett—To be imprisoned for twelve 
calender months; to pay a fine of £2 000, and to emer 
in'o securities to keep the peace for seven years—him- 
self in £5.000, and two sureties of £2.500 each. 

Joun O'Conner, Joan Gaay. T. Steere, R. Barrerr 
C. G. Durer, and T. 4. Rav—To be imprisoned for nine 
calender months ; to pay a fine of £50 and to enter into 
securities to keep the peace for seven years—ihemselves 
respectively in £1,006, and two sureties of £500 each. 

Sentence having been passed, 

Mr. O’Connell immediately rose, and said that he 
wished to remind the Court that he had made a sviemn 
affidavit. declaring that he had never entered into a con 
spiracy wih the other Traversers, or committed the 
enme with which he was charged, fle had oew vnly 'o 
say it wae his painful conviction that justice had not bee: 
done. 

A «idden and vociferous cheer froin nearly all parts 0! 
the Court followed this result; and aithough « was a¢ 
companied by the clapping of hands amongst the junior 
bar, and was two or three times repeated, the Judges did 
not interfere, although evidently displeased. 


The Traversers immediately surrendered into the cus- 
tody of the Sheriff. 

After adelay of about an hour and a half, which gave 
time to allay the excited feelings of the people out of 
Coart, as well as for the necessary preparations the Tra 
ver-ers were conveyed to the Richmond Penitentiary, in 
the Circular Road, their future place of confinement.— 
They proceeded thither in three carriages, atiended oy a 
large body of Police. A great many people ran along 
and kept up with the carriages, and there was also a large 
assemblage outside the Penitentiary oo their arrival.— 
When Mr. O'Connell stepped out of the carriage he was 
greeted with loud cheers, and immediately entered the 
gateway. Within the court-yard a large number of re. 
spectahle persons, many of them his most intimate friends, 
were drawn up intwolines. They received Mr. O’'Con. 
nell in silence and uncovered, and, as lie walked up be. 
tween the lines, he shook hands with many of them: his 
bearing was manly and undaunted. He thus entered the 
| Governor’s house. which, we understand, he and hia fel- 
low prisoners will be allowed to occupy. The Peniten 
tiary isa vast pile of building, in an airy and salubrious 
part of the suburbs of Dublin. The Govertior’s house is 
large, and has a garden attached, in which Mr. O'Con- 
nell, with his daughters, Mrs. Fuzsimon and Mrs. French, 
walked alone, soon after his arriva!. The prisoners as 
they must now be called, dined together at about 64 
o’clock. They were all cheerful. We are happy to State 
there was not the slightest breach of the peace during 
the proceedings.

Tourkey.—The accounts from Albania are of a very 
alarming nature. Notwithstanding the exertions of the 
Tarkish Government, fresh atrocities are daily perpetra- 
ted upon the unfortanate Christians. The force under 
Reschid Pacha is deeply imbued with @ feeling of hatred 
m the Giaour, and numerous desertions have taken 
place. 

A letter from Constantinople of the 27th of April, says 
that the Stare of Albania becomes daly more and more 
alarming. The whole province isin a state of revolt, 
and bodies of the insurgents scour all parts of the coun- 
try, committing the most frightfulexcesses. By the last 
accounts the town of Skotia was closely blockaded by 
an army of $15,000 Albanians. Ali Bey had arrived 
with a reinforcement of %.000 men, and after a desperate 
engagement with the Albanians, he broke through their 
ranks and entered the town, 800 men were left dead of 
the field. Hussein Pacha, who had entered Albania at 
the head of 5,000 men, had suffered grea: losses from 
sicknesses, and was obliged tu retreat to Monasier in 
Roumelia.
